Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1953. 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council) 
of  the  district  is  10,790,  as  compared  with  10,880  for  last  year. 

The  preliminary  population  taken  at  the  Census  (1951)  was  10,982. 

AREA 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  J.,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton. and 
woollen  goods,  leather,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and  fat 
refining  and  dyeing. 

Density  per  acre  1.36. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1953  was  145:-  77  males 
and  68  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  13.4  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  152:-  87  males  and  65  females,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  14.1. 

There  were  5  still  births:-  2  males  and  3  females,  giving  a 
rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  of  32. 

The  births  for  the  year  exceeded  the  deaths  by  7,  and  the  birth 
rate  exceeded  the  death  rate  by  0.7.  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the 
past  five  years  exceeded  the  mean  death  rate  by  0.2. 

For  1952,  the  birth  rate  was  15.3  and  the  death  rate  15.5,  and 
the  averages  for  the  past  five  years  were:-  birth  rate  15.3,  and 
death  rate  15.1. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  1.2 
below  the  previous  year  and  1.2  below  the  average,  and  the  death 
rate  2.1  below  the  previous  year  and  1,7  below  the  average  for  the 
past  five  years. 

For  further  particulars  see  tables  in  the  Report. 

The  health  visiting  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Council. 

INFANT  DEATHS 

There  have  been  4  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  26  per  1,000  live  births,  against 
12  deaths  and  a  rate  of  72  in  1952,  and  an  average  of  53  for  the 
past  five  years. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  46  below 
the  previous  year  and  27  below  the  average. 

Of  the  4  deaths  which  occurred  under  one  year  of  age  during  the 
year,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  3  of  these  were  under  4  weeks  of  age.

One  point  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1953  was  the  seventh 
year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diptheria  we re  notified  in 
Littleborough.  The  last  case  occurred  in  April  1946  and  the  last 
death  from  this  disease  occurred  it  December  1945.  Such  a  long  spell 
without  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  further  evidence  of  the  value  of 
Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is 
essential  that  parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children 
immunised. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Eleven  cases  occurred,  all  ef  which  were  removed  to  hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER 

One  case  occurred  and  was  removed  to  hospital. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

20  Cases  occurred,  all  being  treated  at  home.  There  were  no 
deaths.

MEASLES 

109  Cases  occurred,  4  of  which  were  removed  to  hospital.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis;  there  were  no 
deaths  in  1952. 

There  were  22  notifications,  13  of  which  were  new  cases  and  9 
duplicate  notifications  which  were  chiefly  notifications  of  admission 
and  discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria. 

The  occupations  of  the  new  cases  were  as  follows:-  Woollen 
Operative  1,  Housewife  2,  Scholars  2,  Pre-school  1,  Student  1, 
Pattern  Maker  1,  School  Teacher  1,  Labourers  4.

A  register  is  kept  of  all  cases  notified  and  a  quarterly  state¬ 
ment  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  showing  all 
admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  register  and  the  cause  of  such 
removals .

ihe  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  revoke 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1930  and  make  similar  provision 
for  the  notification  of  tuberculosis,  modified  to  accord  with  the 
structure  and  administration  of  the  services  now  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Acts.  The  present  regulations  no  longer  require 
a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis  notifica¬ 
tions,  but  the  Minister  of  Health  urges  that  registers  should  continue 
to  be  kept. 


ihe  number  of  tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  55  -  3.1  Pulmonary  and  24  non-Pulmonary.  13  Cases  have 
been  notified  for  the  first  time,  10  Pulmonary  and  3  non -Pulmonary. 

11  Cases  -  6  Pulmonary  and  5  non-Pulmonary  have  been  removed  from  the 
register,  leaving  a  total  of  57  at  the  end  of  the  year:-  35  Pulmonary 
and  22  non-Pulmonary <,  Of  the  11  cases  removed  from  the  register,  8  have 
been  notified  as  "recovered",  2  have  removed  out  of  the  district,  and  1 
has  died. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the  department 
during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  sets  out  details  of 
the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the  valuable 
assistance  I  have  received  during  the  year  from  Mr.  Kearns,  Mr.  Crabtree 
and  Mr.  Howarth.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT

Sir , 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  -Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Inspection  of  the  area  for  the  year  1953,  in  accordance  with  Article  27 
of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935.  Comment  is 
made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work,  but  other  details  have  been  included 
in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  to  this  report. 

The  absence  in  1953  of  specialised  problems  (such  as  the  occurrence  of 
smallpox  and  the  nuisance  from  copper  dust  during  1952)  resulted  in  my 
being  able  to  devote  more  time  to  normal  routine  duties  and  as  a  result 
the  number  of  visits  shows  an  increase  over  those  for  1952,  (see  details 
in  the  summary  sheet  on  page  12)  and  the  duties  over  which  the  increase 
is  most  marked  ar3  in  respect  of  visits  under  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
V/ater  Supply,  Drainage  Inspections  and  Drain  Tests.

Bill.  Action  has  been  possible  on  a  small 
provision  of  the  Bousing  Act  1936  in  dealing  with 
houses  which  have  reached  the  stage  at  which  they  could 
t  at  reasonable  expense,  but  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 


Bill  obviously  foreshadows  the  resumption  of  slum  clearance  work. 


Other  proposed  legislation  includes  the  Food  and  Drugs  Bill  and 
during  1953  the  Ministry  of  Food  prepared  and  issued  an  excellent  booklet 
entitled  ’’Clean  Catering”  giving  advice  on  the  importance  of  maintaining 
and  on  practical  ways  of  securing  the  highest  possible  standards  of 
hygiene  in  catering  establishments,  and  the  book  is  intended  for  those 
who  wish  to  improve  their  existing  premises  as  well  as  those  opening  new 
businesses. 


The  rate-aided  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily  and  the  number  issued  (296)  is  remarkably  close 
to  the  number  estimated  for  (290)  but  is  inclusive  of  additional  bins 
supplied  in  excess  of  those  in  use  at  the  inception  of  the  scheme. 

INHABITED  HOUSES 

The  number  of  houses  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  during  the  year  was  3,947.  From  this  figure  2  may  be  deducted  in 
respect  of  dwe llinghouses  for  which  the  owners  gave  written  undertakings 
not  to  rele.t  for  human  habitation,  2  which  have  been  demolished  and  4 
for  which  demolition  is  in  hand.  75  New  houses  were  erected  by  the 
Council . 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  from  mains 
passing  through  the  area.  These  mains  come  from  two  different  sources 
of  supply,  (Ramsden  and  Warland  Reservoirs)  and  all  the  houses  supplied 
by  the  Corporation  derive  their  water  supply  direct  from  the  mains. 

3,288  Houses  are  supplied  direct  from  public  mains  and  the  supply 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
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In  accordance  with  Circular  2/50  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
following  report,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  the  Water  Engineer  of 
Rochdale  Corporation,  is  submitted  in  tabular  form:-

A  number  of  houses  in  the  district  (663)  are  supplied  with  water 
from  private  supplies,  which  in  some  cases  are  not  as  satisfactory  as 
could  be  desired.  12  Samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion,  6  being  satisfactory,  and  6  unsatisfactory. 


In  all  cases  of  contamination  of  private  supplies,  the  occupiers 
were  advised  regarding  precautionary  measures  and  representations  were 
made  to  the  owners.  In  all  the  above  cases  the  necessary  work  to 
improve  the  existing  supply  or  for  the  connection  to  the  mains  supply 
is  in  hand.  A  large  number  of  the  premises  having  private  water  supplies 
are  situated  some  considerable  distance  from  the  nearest  mains. 


69  Houses  formerly  on  private  water  supplies  were  connected  during 
the  year  to  mains  supply. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


The  Council  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete 
types  of  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  was  continued  during  the 
year.  Payments  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  of  the  work  up  to  a  maximum 
of  £10  were  made  for  each  closet  converted  and  19  pail  closets  and  13 
waste  water  closets  were  converted  and  15  additional  water  closets 
constructed. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OThER  FOODS 


Meat  is  supplied  to  the  district  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughtering  Depots  at  Rochdale. 
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10  Private  pigs  slaughtered  under  licence  of  the  Ministry  of  Food 
were  inspected  at  farms  etc.

The  weight  of  paper  sold  was  considerably  greater  than  in  1952 
(34  tons,  12  cwts.  1  qtr.)  when  due  to  recession  of  trade,  it  was  not 
possible  to  sell  the  paper.  1953  Showed  a  gradual  return  to  normal. 

The  raw  kitchen  waste  was  taken  to  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Cleans 
ing  Department  and  sold  for  processing  after  which  it  was  purchased  and 
resold  to  farmers  and  poultry  dealers  in  the  district.  8  Tons,  18  ctrts 
3  qtrs.  were  sold  in  this  way.  ihe  position  has  however  now  arisen 
whereby  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Cleansing  Department  is  unable  to 
dispose  of  all  the  raw  kitchen  waste  received  and  after  31st  December 
1953,  no  further  collections  will  be  made  in  Littleborough .
